CKïrUInly one of the moit lu»truc 
Mvo of college events took place yea 
tcrday at 5.16 In the ballroom of the 
Union, when several of the moet 
emiaent of the city's medical mon ad 
dressed th* audience on llie more 
common of modern Social Diseases. 

Promptly at the appointed time, Sir 
Arthur Currle, acting as chairman, 
Introduced the principaUof iheeven 
ing. He himself pointed out that the 
Bubject was not to be overlooked. 
During the war, the main fact that 
was wugbt was the conservation of 
human energy. Men weno as effectu- 
ally disable^ through the Illicit Inter- 
course of both sexes as by the powder 
and steel of the enemy. He hoped that 
the <'veiiin(î'« locUire would be lis- 
tened to as an extension course, and 
he was more than proud to see that 
so majiy had come to the room with 
the right spirit. 

"Man dpes not liko to bn fright- 
ened; but he does like to be informed. 
It Is for such a purpose that we are 
h«re this evening,— to Inform." So 
spake Dr. A. H. Deslogea, who next 
oomi^tad the floor. He quoted from 
a mass of fltatlstlos, from which it was 
evident that in all waMca of life the 
present situation.. WM 4o appalHng 
one. In the pictures that were soon 
to be thrown oa tUe screen, It was 
h to desire to point out the most com- 
mon ravages of the diseases rather 
than to cow any of the University 
membcra. 

Tl» pictures followed. During the 
Performance, many a scraggy "dome" 
was projected on the screen, when, 
enlarged "by the arc lamp and the Ul.s- 
tance, aoees and e.vel ashes a.?sumcd 
most Jinnatural proportions, and got 
terribly mixed up with "sinus ven- 
usus's" and dorsal aortas." Prom a 
more serious point of view, however, 
the film WAS a huge auccMs. Utjal 
as the statistics were, they were as 
nothing compared with the Illustra- 
tions actually seen. They were medi- 
cal pictures taken ,n ordinary hos- 
pitals, specialists' offices and asylums 
for «10 Insane. Kvery stage of 
syphlllB and gonorrhea was plainly 
and fully explained. There was ab- 
solu!, ly IK) do)ibt In anybody's mind 
BR to what was meant. 

Ur. F. s. Patch. claimed that the 
past had been silent; the the present 
had probably remained plient, were 1t 
not, as Sir Arthur pointed out, for the 
war. It was high time that the 
modern university men be Informed 
of the dangers that besot them. 
Social diseases <are not necessary 
juvlls. and they should be atopped at 
oiice. 

Th(> man that falls liere, sells his 
birthright 'for a mess of pottage,— for 
a mess Indeed, a, pretty mess from be- 
ginning to end; for the man not only 
endangers his own life and those of 
bis companions, but ruins a great 
Juaiiy generations of Innocent vlo- 
llma."

Several New Ones Shown for 
First Time.

NOVEL ATOMIC MODEL. 



Dr. King Illustrates Several 
Points of Attractions and 
Repulsions. 



At the meeting of the Physical 
Society yesterday afternoon, Dr. L. V. 
King described some new lecture ex- 
periments In alternating ' currents, 
acoustics and wireless telegraphy. 
All of them had to do with attractions 
and I'epulHlons, electrostatic, mag- 
netic and electrodynamic, and also 
some depending on Bémoulle's 
Theorem on Hydrodynamics. 

If a sphere be placed on an electri- 
fied surface the amount of electricity 
which it win acquire, and the conse- 
quent repulsion between two spheres, 
can be calculated wUhout dlffjculty; 
the repulsion ia approximately as the 
Inverse square of the distance. Sev- 
eral of there spheres If placed in a 
concave spherical surface would col- 
lect of course at Its lowest point and 
there would be a force urging them 
thither proportlotaate tb: th«lr dis- 
tance from it. Unfortunately, the 
density of cvon aluminum is too great 
to allow tli4^ uBo of motals, and the 
lecturer showed an experiment in ' 
which he took advantage of the «mail 
amount of matter present in « large 
quantity of Puff^jS^-dflju J^e«f,|p-|k|«8 
when placed on tba Iow«r plate of an 
air condouser would jump up and 
down whan' ^ the condenser, was 
charged. ' TlJ*^;ilëo mbved towards 
the weakest part of the field, which 
Is very curious, as It seems to suggest 
ib'it their specific inductive capacity 
is leas than unity. 

The new experiment shown was 
that' of the Bismuth Bar In the field 
of in electromagnet. It is itsually 
Uted in text books that fhc bismuth 
being the most diamagnotio substance 
we have will set Itself transversely to 
the lines of force. As a matter of 
fact It does Just the reverse. If the 
field is uniform, aa the lecturer 
.showed by actual experiment, a fact 
which was known to Maxwell. In 
this case, its potential energy is a 
minimum. Tf, however, the field be 
such as is usually 'produced, between 
;ho coned polepieces of an . electro- 
magnet, it Is by no means uniform, 
and the ends of the bismuth bar move 
to the weaker part of the field, so 
that It will attain it position of equili- 
brium in which the forces acting to 
bring the bar Into the direction of the 
field, balance the others, tending to 
set it transversely. 

Following this were the moet strjk- 
Ing experiments of the oveijlng. It 
an A.C. be sent through a coil of 
many turns (the one used had about 
350) and considerable curren-t carry- 
ing capaiclty, a strong alternating 
field will be produced. Just over the 
end of 'the coll the field has both a 
radial and an axial component; at j 
the Inner edge of the winding these 
are approxlmaitely equal; at the 
centre the radial component Is zero. 
If now there be placed over the end 
of the coll a conducting plate of con- 
siderable thickneap, there will be eddy 
curront.s Induced flowing In circles' 
co-axal with the coll. According to

mt LONG GAME 
^ , OR THE SHORT? 

.A, distinguished physicist in this University recently commented 
on the appalling dearth of research students at the present day. ''His 
lemarks on the subject were so persistent that^ brief resume of his 
criticisms may be of interest. 

There ire a growing number of students to-day who take up 
science as the major subject of their studies. Of the four years spent 
at the University by these men, at least one is devoted to supplement- 
ing a general education which is sometimes rather cramped and in 
any case inferior to an average old-country cducatioiï as regards the 
: groundwork of knowledge. This leaves only three years in which 
to acquire the rudiments of related sciences, select one which presents 
special interest or offers special opportunities, And attain « certain 
degree of proficiency in that branch. This is complicated by a closely 
inter-woven network of concurrent subjects, so that the student, on 
. graduating, has merely received the simplest tools of his trade, with 
• little elementary instruction in their use. 

The advances of Science in the last quarter of a century, even in 
•the last decade are so numerous that it is difficult, even for the expert, 
' to keep abreast of more than one subject, or at most a few correlated 
branches. Dismayed at the vast wealth of information offered, the 
;,gtadent is apt to despair of ever achieving eminence in any one line, 
iTiid fears to entangle himself in what seems a meaningless logomachy 
^which can produce no useful results. He therefore turns to the fields 
of industry, and fired by tales of fortunes won by brilliant technicians 
seeks to emulate them. Unless, however, he be singularly gifted, he 
.Js apt to find that the problems presented to him are too difficult for 
h|^^|f(»rs of analysis, and thus his limited experience condemns him 
to aVoutine job at a routine salary, 

' Our informant affirmed that this was a fallacioiis notion, and 
instanced the successes of such demi-gods of science as the late Lo'rd 
Kelvin, Sir Ernest Rutherford, Dr. Pupin and many others. These 
men achieved success of a lasting quality by sheer merit and hard 
work, and qever prostituted their talents to Mammon from a sordid 
last for the almighty dollar. Not only did these men realize the 
satisfaction of seeing in work well done a permanent fnonument ,tO 
tlreir labors, but they also obtained that material prosperity which 
they so richly merited. « '^i-tV 

Let it not be forgotten that while the late Theodore Shonts rC' 
• ceived a princely salary for his powers of organization, many engin 
eers and technical experts receive considerably less remuneration, 
even after years of experience, than they would have attained in the 
ordinary course of University promotion. They ignored the plain 
fact ttiat time spent in research work is more valuable than time de- 
voted to routine work, since the former develops the mind to attack 
difficult practical problems which arise in these days of specialized 
production, while the latter narrows the outlook and too often em 
bitters and stif flea the imagination under a burden of monotoiiy'and 
disappointment. 

To many this may seem top severe. They will quote as examples 
' the Wizard of Menlo Paj-k and Nikola Tesla, who, they say are "prac- 
tical men." Let us answçr, with a noted Canadian cîiemist, that the 
Allied Boards of Inventions unanimously agree that not one single 
idea of practical utility was presented to them which had not pre> 
viously been arrived at by direct scientific investigation. 

It has been said by a foreign admirer that "the Twentieth Century 
is Canada's." If this prophecy is to come true, let it be remembered 
that the future of Canadian Industry depends on Canadian Research 
men, and that if McGill is to continue to fulfill her proper function 
in this country, her sons must not scorn to give her their services 
but must fill any gaps in the ranks of the great army of scientific 
investigators in which their talents can find adequate «xpression, so 
that the great advance may not be checked by indifference and 
"dcafeatisra."

With the suece.ssful consummation 
of the recent rinancla^ campaign, in- 
terest among the student body natur- 
ally turn.s once more to the guostion 
of dormitories. These residences ap- 
pear to the presoni 
generation to have been always Just 
upon the point of being erected, ever 
falling to attain reality bor.Tn.so of 
some hitherto unforseen ol).siacle. as 
war, or Insufficient funds, or the en- 
hanced price of building materials. 
Like the fact of the rainbow they 
seem over to bo Just beyond us. It 
will, perhaps be of value at this Junc- 
ture when a revival of hopes would 
appear not unjustified tn review 
briefly the advantages to be derived 
from the establishment of an adequate 
dormitory system. These may per- 
haps best be divided into three main 
groups, those occurring (a) to the in- 
dividual, (b) to the student body and 
(c) to the University. 

The benefits to tbe iiidivid\inl are 
obvious to those who have undergone 
oven for as little as one season the 
round of tribulations connected with 
life in rented rooms, single, double or 
en suite. In place ot the usual un- 
suitably furnished, frequently illy- 
lieated and inadequately voutiluted 
second, third or fourtli floor back one 
would bo assured ot a reasonable 
sized, properly, kept habitation with 
presumably an absence of the Insecti- 
vorous hazards to which the lessor of 
the transient lodgin;; may attribute no 
small part of its unpopularity. To 
replace the weird and wonderful calo- 
rific intake of the average student at 
present properly balanccii meiils 
could bo served In u proper manner 
and In decent surroundinKS". The 
value of this alone can only be ap- 
p'receiated by those who are in a posi- 
tion to realize the Importance ot diet 
in relation to health. So much for 
the material side. It may be men- 
tioned in passing that some slight 
saving might also bo effected as over 
the now-existing system. From the 
cultural point of view the individual

l)orluiiily would bo afforded by such 
necessarily large rooms as, say, the 
dlning-halls for the holding of func- 
tions on a scale more compatible with 
our present size. The writer knows 
of no room at present available which 
undergraduate j,^,,,,, accommodate a gathering ot 
truly UnhVrslty proportions. 

Lastly as to the Unlvcrsliy itself. 
The gain as regards loyalty and esprit 
de corps among the alumni of the fu- 
ture would be considerably more, per- 
haps, than many would comprehend 
who have not lived in a residential 
institution. The valtie of the "un- 
official curriculum" would be en- 
hanced not less than one hundred per 
cent. Tbe augmented lustre to an 
already bright name and the reputa- 
tion of be!n:4 "a .«afe place to send 
one'r boy to" would mor(! than com- 
ponsato for the abwnco of whatever 
projected mussive academic structures 
and stately laboratories might have to 
be sacrificed in order that that crusty 
dolty, the credit balance, might 'éon* 
tinue to be appeased.

With Ju- 
dicious placing ot men in rooms and 
at table much might be rfone in this 
reg^d. 

"From the point of view otn cohesive 
Btudeiil body some common meeting- 
ground is indispensable. McGill 
boasts,- and probably not without rai- 
son, of being the most cosmopolitan 
and the most representatively Cana- 
dian university In tJie Dominion. As 
mattcrp at present stand, however, tho 
diversity of the student body is not 
receiving its due oxplolUtion. Tho 
man from Nova Scotia moy meet the 
man from British Columbia if he be 
In his class, his fimternlty or engaged 
ill his particular activity but outside 
of that the chances are very much 
against their coming together. Tho 
Union, it is true, attempts to supply 
this meettng-ploco but only a small 
percentage of our niembors are obliged 
ever to come to tho Union and during 
the greater part of the terra it secniH 
to bo operated for Uio benefit ot about 
onë-quiarter of those who are entitled 
to use It. If even a fair proportion 
of the students lived in the Union a 
different talc would soon be told. 
It is very important not only tor the 
success of student activities but more 
particulnriy for its effect on national 
life In the years which lie ahead that 
tho.se from different sections of the 
country should have free and ample 
opportunity for comlngling and for the 
exchange of ideas. 

It is one of the lalms of bur student 
body, we believe, to function as a true 
democracy. Such an object is alto- 
gether unattainable at present where 
tho chances are yery much against a 
man being acquointed with as many 
as ten per cent of his fellows. A 
student in the same class as the 
writer states that it was his privilege, 
at a Canadian imiversity which boasts 
of on adequate dormitory scheme, to 
be acquainted with approximately 90 
per cent of the student bo<ly, this In 
an institution at present of . about the 
satee size las McGill in 1914. Obviously 
in". Bpcb a university officials of the 
various bodies will be chosen with 
knowledge even If not with care and 
every man will know for whom he 
votes. Propositions bcint: usually 
Irooted in student affairs according 
to their sponsorship it is apparent 
tbat acquaintanceship with those 
"beorlng gifts" is of no little I'llue, 
An essentlol in proper undergraduate 
life, too. Is unity of spirit and action. 
This, to be most efficient, should be 
largely spontaneous. That sort of 
spirit is apt to be more effecUve and 
more endurinc; than the machine-made 
or propaganda variety. The latter, 
perforce, must obtain where no oppor- 
tunity presents Itself for the evolution 
of à better type or wbere indifference 
bas progressed to inertia. Indiffer- 
ence, however, must always be viewed 
as an effect rather than a cause. 
Given a chance and reason to mull 
over matters the average undergradu- 
ate is likely to arrive at very nearly 
tbe correct conclusion. The provir

This .illustrates 
tho justice ot a reference made re- 
cently in connection wllh 'thé McOlli 
campaign. In the booklet "Women ^ 
and .McGill" attention is caUed^to the 
need of post-graduate sctaôVàrsJ^ips of 
the value of |16,000 comparabie'to tho 
Rhodes Soholarsbips to ei^àbliei'n^men 
to meet expenses of post-graduate 
study overseas to get them fit to fill 
the increasing posts of rcsponsibility 
open to women in Univorsttios, etc. 
So keenly is.the need for such scholar- 
ships felt tbat tbe first undertaking of 
the federation of University Women 
in Canada, organized last August was 
to offer a post-graduate scholarship 
for a woman giladuate of a Canadian 
University. Applications for the 
latter are to be made not later than 
February first

Iron filings are placed on a plate over 
' the coll. At any insUnt all the Iron 
' filings are magnetized in the same 
^ ■■ i«.>te along tholr axes. As tho attrac- 
■'■ 'tlons between them are proportional 
to the 8<juHro of tbo Inducllou, It l.i 
oasy to show that there are forc^ji 
varying with tw^co the frequency of 
tl^e original A.C. This Is verified by 
the note given off. On brlnslng down 
te. the Iron rtlings proceed to- 
TiTiÀMilts centre as tine field Is strong- 
est there due to the current In the 
plate. 

If tho Iron filings he replaood by a 
number of small steel spheres placed 
tu a •surface, concave, and of fairly' 
small uniform curvature, an approxi- 
mation to an atom model can be mode. 
The sphoren, of course, are doublets, 
so tbat the law of force Is that of tbo 
Invorse fourth power of the distance, 
and tb« restoring force for small dls- 
plaoemients Is proportional to the die- 
tanoo. These aplieres arrange tbem- 
Bslves In ordered grtyuplngs, and there 
Is a maximum number for a Btabte 
. dietrlbutlon on one spherical surface. 
However, as the lecturer bad. only 
tried the experiment the same morn- 
ing, he was unable to say what that 
number wa-s. 

It la known from Ikjmouollo's 
equation that in any moving fluid 
the pressure Is least where the 
velocity is a maximum. If, therefore, 
a sphere be !hung up In front of a 
vibrating plate, we see easily, that as 
^t^ore ls less space on the aide of the 
aphere next the diaphragm, than on ' 
■ the other, the velocity will ther^- be ; 
greater' and ibo pressure less tlian on j 
the oUier side, where these is more 
room. Clearly the sphere wlU move 
toward the diaphragm. This was 
shown. Further, It can be uliown ; 
that a small plate will always tend to 
set tUoU p' rpendicular to the lines of 
flow or along the surfaces of equal 
velocity-potential. 

Finally, the lecturer showed his 
vibration galvanometAr In actual 
operation receiving filgiials vLiually 
from a sending elattun.

This opinion was supported by
